The late Huey Long and the 
exiled dictator Peron are excel- 
lent examples of two facts about 


the uses of op- 
pressive power. 
‘One is that 
both men car- 
ried on punitive 
fights against 
new s papers. 
Peron finally 
was able totake 
over those he 
wanted operated 
and to close 
those whose 
publishing life he wished ended. 

Huey Long intimidated some 
papers but not all. Once, in his 
rage, he ordered a lieutenant to 
have the National Guard go 
smash up the machines and 
presses of the New Orleans 
Times-Picayune, which paper 
he could neither control nor in- 
timidate. Others about him dis- 
suaded him from this violence. 
Long then resorted to having dis- 
criminatory and harassing leg- 
islation adopted by his supine 
legislatures. 

The second fact illustrated by 
the lives of both is that when 
oppression becomes intolerable 
it will be ended. Huey Long was 
shot by one of many men whose 
families and careers had been 
oppressed by him and his regime. 
His arrogance and ruthless use 
of power could no longer be en- 
dured. Peron’s oppression be- 
came so great members of his 
party and the military could no 
longer tolerate it. They rebelled 
and drove him from the country. 

Now, in Argentina, Dr. Gainza 
Paz has back his newspaper. 
For five years it printed only 
the mouthings of Peron. In his

The order was announced as 
hundreds of students and others 
began a new demonstration 
against admission of a Negro 
coed. 

The coed, Autherine Lucy, 26. 
Birmingham secretary, attended 
her first class Friday after being 
admitted in obedience to a fede 
eral court order. 

Demonstrations which began 
Friday night reached a peak of 
violence today, when university 
officials escorting her were struck 
with eggs, rocks and mudballs 
and cursed.

Responsibility Is 
More Than Taxation 


A move reportedly is under way in 
the Georgia Senate to scuttle a proposed 
economy bill that would force more lo- 
cal participation in school costs. Instead 
a Senate education subcommittee is con- 
sidering a substitute that would do ex- 
actly the opposite. 

In the last decade in Georgia, local 
participation in school costs has dropped 
from an average of 45 per cent to about 
25 per cent. Only a handful of counties 
pay as much as 25 per cent of their total 
costs. 

The trend has been to look to the 
state more and more each year for sup- 
port of schools—whether or not counties 
or communities make an earnest effort to 
operate these schools efficiently and eco- 
nomically. 

Eventually the schools themselves 
will suffer most—whether they remain 
public or whether we eventually go to a 
private school system. The state is doing 
about all it can. Communities in which 
enrollments are growing rapidly are ap- 
proaching the limit to which local tax 
sources can bear the burden of inequitable 
support from the state. They face collapse 
of their systems. 

The Assembly is passing some piddling 
economy bills. The real measures that 
would save millions in taxpayers’ funds 
while making it possible to meet the de- 
mands on state government for constantly 
growing services are being sidetracked. 

Sooner or later some legislative ses- 
sion must come to grips with the real 
findings of the Legislative Economy 
Committee that spent $43,000 last year in 
an apparently futile attempt to effect sav- 
ings in Georgia government. 

There is a limit to the taxes that Geor- 
gians are willing to pay to support ex- 
travagance and waste in government. 
Some General Assembly must and will 
find that out, too. 

Meanwhile, a measure to appropriate 
$283,000,000 of funds contributed by 
every citizen is before the legislators. 
Conscience would seem to dictate that a 
serious effort be made to effect some 
economies.

Atlanta Is Luckily 
Free of This Racket 


A committee made up of five cabinet 
members has recommended stiffer. penal- 
ties and more coordination between fed- 
eral and state officials in an effort to 
stamp out dope addiction and America’s 
thriving traffic in narcotics. 

The committee, after a lengthy study 
of the question, was delighted to report 
that addiction, while serious enough, was 
not as widespread as it expected that it 
would be. The study estimates approxi- 
mately 60,000 addicts in the land of which 
13 per cent are under 21. 

Committee studies further show that 
of all the rackets, the one trafficking in 
narcotics is the most vicious and well 
splattered with blood. Nothing can stand 
between a dope addict and his kicks, the 
factor that usually leads the addict on 
to crime. 

Dope addiction is curable, but as long 
as there are peddlers of drugs confirmed 
users will hew to their old ways and 
new addicts will be formed. Stiffer pen- 
alties for peddlers of illegal narcotics 
certainly are indicated. 

Here it is permissible to point with 
pride to the fact that Atlanta is remarka- 
bly free of this menace, a trihyte to local 
law enforcement agencies. The coopera- 
tion which the committee recommends 
between federal and local agencies has 
been in effect in Atlanta for a long, long 
time.

Alaska’s Potential 
Receives Recognition 


Alaska reminds us we still are a 
young nation. That great, vast and rich 
territory has just constructed a state con- 
stitution—to be used when she becomes 
either the 49th or 50th state~—depending 
on whether Hawaii gets in ahead of her. 

We are so used to constitutional gov- 
ernment, we forget our territories are 
governed by federally appointed‘ ‘“‘gov- 
ernors’ who work with territorial legis- 
latures. 

Alaska reminds us, too, that the 
judgment of the conservatives who insist 
always on looking at the past rarely is 
reliable. We purchased Alaska from the 
Russians at a comparative pittance... a 
mere $7,200,000. Secretary Seward, who 
arranged the deal, was widely attacked 
as having’ thrown away the nation’s 
money. The territory was laughed at as 
“Seward’s Folly” and as “Seward’s Ice- 
box.” The same sort of minds had done 
the same thing to Jefferson when he made 
the Louisiana Purchase. 

The same sort of mentality today 
doesn't want Alaska to be a state. We 


think she should—and that Hawaii also 
should be admitted. Let the new state 
constitution be put to some use. A flag 
with 50 stars will look even prettier than 
one with 48.

Let Secretary Dulles 
Report to the Congress 


The Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee has a perfect right to ask for a full 
report from Secretary Dulles on the White 
House conference with British Prime 
Minister Anthony, Eden. In fact, the 
country is entitled to such a report. 

Committee Chairman Walter George 
was ignored through most of the con- 
ference. He has been ignored on several 
major decisions recently—decisions that 
affect the entire nation. 

The Democratic majority in Congress 
has a right to be in on executive decisions 
affecting the whole field of foreign rela- 
tions. There can be no bipartisanship in 
foreign policy unless it is removed as far 
as possible from the tug of war of the 
political arena. 

As pointed out by Roscoe Drummond 
on this page today, foreign policy issues 
are bound to be important in the coming 
political campaigns, These could be mini- 
mized if the administration would make 
an earnest effort to work with the Demo- 
crats in Congress instead of making uni- 
lateral decisions that Congress is expected 
to approve. 

By all means, Secretary Dulles should 
report to Congress before he bursts into 
print again with such disastrous conse- 
quences as he did recently. After all, 165,- 
000,000 people are affected by such things 
as this “brink of war” business and should 
know about it before reading of it two 
years later in a magazine.

Guided Missiles Lag 
Could Be Disastrous 


If they were not so persistent and if 
there were any evidence to the contrary, 
the continued reports that the Soviet 
Union is far ahead of the United States 
in development of guided missiles would 
be far less disturbing. 

The latest charge by Sen. Stuart Sym- 
ington (D-Mo) that the Russians have 
tested a missile with a range of “hundreds 
of miles farther than this country has 
ever tested” cannot be laughed off. The 
Missourian said flatly that the Soviets are 
ahead of us. 

The senator said further what mili- 
tary experts concede to be a fact. The 
intercontinental guided missile is the ‘‘ul- 
timate weapon.” Loaded with hydrogen 
bomb -war heads, such missiles launched 
in quantity could destroy this nation’s po- 
tential in a matter of hours. 

The United States is known to lag 
behind in this type of weapons develop- 
ment. But the urgency of the situation ap- 
parently has not yet leaked out of the 
curtain of secrecy surrounding. the. sub- 
ject in the Pentagon. The urgency has be- 
come so great that some military figures 
are advocating a “crash” program. 

If this nation’s security is endangered 
by lagging feet in development of the 
guided missile, the facts should be es- 
tablished. by Congress. If a “crash” pro- 
fram is necessary, it should be launched

Prejudice Deserves 
No Place in Prayer 


One of the most unique and beloved ministers 
the South has yet known is Dr. George W. Stoves. 
During the winter months he now lives in Mount 


Dora, Fla. and while I was there recently for a revival I enjoyed vis- 


iting with that great and good man. 


Though he is 85 years old, he is active both physically and men- 
tally—especially mentally. One day he was talking to me about 
prejudice and he told me an experience out of his life. 


It happened during the Hoover- 
Smith campaign for the presiden- 
cy. He was living in Nashville at 
that time and was pastor of the 
great West End Church there. 


The campaign was both hot and 
bitter but his church was predom- 
inantly Democratic. The Republi- 
cans had planned a big rally for 
Nashville and invited Dr. Stoves 
to come and lead the prayer. He 
went but hoped nothing would be 
said about his going as he did not 
care to publicly take sides in the 
campaign. However, the newspa- 
pers the next day put in head- 
lines, ‘“‘Dr. Stoves Prays for the 
Republicans.”’ 

There was considerable discus- 
sion about it among his members 
and even talk of immediately get- 
ting another preacher. So on Sun- 
day morning, he decided he had 
better make some comment about 
it. He prepared a sermon on prej- 
udice in which he discussed re- 
ligious, racial, national and final- 
ly got around to political preju- 
dice. Then he said something like 
this: 

‘‘Last week the Republicans had 
a rally in Nashville and invited 
me to come and pray for them. I 
have been asked time and again 
by people to pray for them and 
in the past I have never turned 
down such a request.

‘“‘Whether one person, a hundred 
or a thousand people make the re- 
quest, I have thought it was my 
duty to honor it. However, in the 
future, when a man comes to me 
asking for prayer, I shall _ be 
obliged to ask, ‘Are you a Re- 
publican or a Democrat?’ If he is 
a Democrat, then I will answer, 
‘I shall be glad to pray for you.’ 
But then if he is a Republican, 
I will be forced to say, ‘I am sor- 
ry, I cannot pray for you. You 
can just go to Hell.’ ”’ 

After that sermon he heard no 
more about praying for the Re- 
publicans and he stayed on at the 
church for 15 years. Dr. Stoves is 
one of those rare, lovable men 
who never loses his sense of bal- 
ance and humor. 

From that story, our discussion 
drifted into the workings of other 
forms of prejudice and this wise 
man who has lived for 85 years 
indicated that it would be a won- 
derful thing if the leaders and peo- 
ple of the South would look at 
their prejudices with a little more 
good humor and a little more com- 
mon sense. If so, maybe we would 
spare a lot of people much heart- 
ache and trouble and arrive at a 
better solution.

W ASHINGTON—Democratic 


and Republican 
leaders are today in the midst of futile recrimina- 
tion over who first threw the dead cat at bipartisan 


foreign policy. Secretary Dulles has been tearfully complaining that 
Democratic politicians have been impairing America's standing abroad 
by making extravagant attacks on the administration's conduct of 


foreign affairs. 

Former President Truman is 
accusing the administration of 
“ignoble and partisan use’ of 


, foreign policy and contends that 


it is the present administration 
which is to blame for turning 
‘the bipartisan foreign policy”’ of 
the Truman government into a 
‘‘shambles.’’ 

You will note that each side 
avows that it wants nothing so 
much as to preserve bipartisan- 
ship in foreign policy. 

You will note that each side 
professes to believe that it is 
the other which is totally respon- 
sible and alone responsible for 
injecting election-year politics into 
foreign policy debate. 

What seems to me to be the 
truth is that both sides are to 
blame and that each has com- 
mitted excesses which the other 
takes to justify its own excesses. 

The 1952 Republican platform 
and presidential campaign com- 
mitted the same kind of excesses 
in foreign policy attack which the 
Republicans are charging against 
Gov. Harriman, Adlai Stevenson, 
Sen. Kefauver, Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey and Mr. Truman to- 
day. 

There is no evidence that the 
politicians of either party, left 
to their own devices, will be able 
to keep the ‘‘campaign oratory’’ 
extravagances and_ distortions 
out of foreign policy debates dur- 
ing the next nine months.

They showed up together 
in photographs on the front pages 
of newspapers, the ex-President 
smiling easily and naturally, the 
other two exposing those formal, 
too-anxious grins of fellows who 
want to be president. 

As of today Adlai Stevenson is 
admittedly far out in front for the 
big prize, not as far perhaps as 
California is from New York but 
maybe as far as Kansas City is 
from Manhattan. However, he is 
taking nothing for granted. He 
went to California well in advance 
of his scheduled joint platform ap- 
pearance with Sen. Kefauver in 
order to get in some campaigning 
for the primary, in which both are 
entered. It is not until June 5. 

Different as are Sen. Kefauver 
and Gov. Harriman in some re- 
spects, they. have gravitated into 
a sort of offensive and defensive 
alliance common to politics and 


especially presidential politics. The 
aim is to stop Adlai Stevenson. 
For this they intend to be kind to 
each other and also to try to keep 
the good will of former President 
Truman so that, if the opportunity 


comes for either, Mr. Truman 
would be amenable. 


Upon Sen. Kefauver falls the job 
of killing off Stevenson before the 
convention. That only would be pos- 
sible if he could defeat the 1952 
candidate decisively and impres- 
sively in primary tests. 

But even then, unless there was 
a really overwhelming upsurge 
from the voters, there is no cere 
tainty that the Tennessee senator 
could win the nomination. He dem- 
onstrated popular support in 1952 
—but did not win the nomination. 

The ex-President would much 
prefer Gov. Harriman of these 
two. In fact, looking at the conv en- 
tion from this distance it would 
appear that the New York gover- 
or rather than the Tennessee sena- 
tor would gain most from blocking 
off Adlai Stevenson. His whole 
strategy is aimed at that — keep- 
ing out of the primaries, making 
friends with everybody, getting 


second-choice pledges where he 


can —~ aimed at capitalizing on any 
break.

Heated Oasis 
In Antarctic 


LONDON, Tuesday, Feb. 7 (Pi— 
Moscow radio said today a Soviet 
scientific party has explored a 
strange Antarctic oasis where the 


midday temperature rises to 77 
degrees and there is_ primitive 
plant life. 

The broadcast said the oasis 


covers about 200 square miles in 
‘Queen Mary Land, on the eastern 
edge of the permanently ice-bound 
Antarctic continent. The area was 
‘sighted in 1948 by an aerial ye Bae 
‘er with a U. S. expedition, but the| 
‘Russians claim this is: the first| 
‘time man ever set foot in it. 

Soviet scientists flew to the oasis | 
from the Soviet South Polar base 
|set up about 230 miles to the west 
| The broadcast said the Soviet 
‘explorers ‘‘discounted’’ the theory 
that the oasis is of volcanic origin, 
‘but they apparently put forward no 
very clear alternative suggestion. 

The radio account said: 

‘In the opinion of members of | 
the expedition the oasis appeared | 
| thousands of years ago after the. 
\ice receded. A high degree of solar 
radiation and the heat of the rocks 
makes the snow melt early in the | 
‘spring, forming streams and rivu- | 
Jets which fill the fresh -water | 
\lakes. No .snow is left. Powerful] | 
currents of warm air rise over the | 
‘stony surface.”’ 

The reference to the heat of the | 
‘rocks could be a hint that the oasis | 
is a center of subterranean radio- | 
activity from such fissionable ma- 
terials as uranium.

Wite Gets 
Chinese To 
Go to Reds 


HONG KONG, Feb. 6 (UP)—A 
Chinese student, appearing bewil- 
dered and confused, crossed the 
Bamboo Curtain into Communist 
China after his wife talked him 
into it today. 

Liu Yung-ming, 36, stepped 
across the border from this British 
colony with his wife, their 8-year- 
old daughter and his brother after 
telling British immigration officers 
conflicting stories of what he 
wanted to do. 


“TIT do not want to go to China 
but I want to go where my wife 
is,’’ they quoted him. 


PRIVATE TALK 


His wife, who came here from 
Communist China yesterday, took 
him aside for a private talk. A 
few minutes later they crossed the 
border 

Liu arrived here Jan. 31 from 
the United States after spending 
five years in a Missouri mental 
hospital. 

His name came up at the Sino- 
American talks at Geneva last 
month when the Communists 
charged Liu was held against his 
will. 


VISA WAITED 

The United States denied the 
charge and said Hong Kong had 
not issued Liu a visa. The Hong 
Kong government, in turn, said 
it knew nothing about the case. 

When Liu finally received the 
visa and arrived here last Tues- 
day he gave newsmen a garbled 
story, inckiding statements that 
he was a Mexican citizen, his 
parents were Japanese and that 
Hong Kong was Mexican territory.

A tax specialist, Mrs. Read is 
excused from her regular duties 
as tax examiner in the revenue 
department to ride herd on the 
pages during sessions of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

‘I think I had rather give up 
my job with the Revenue De- 
partment than to give up work- 
ing with these young people,” 
Mrs. Read said. 

There is never any trouble sup- 
plying the House with enough 
pages—more than enough are al- 
ways willing to serve. 

“If it were Mrs. 
Read said, “I'd probably have 
every child in the state serving 
as a page.”

Sister Rose de Lima of St. Joseph’s Infirmary is a 
jolly, entertaining woman who likes to tell the water- 


melon story. 


“We find lots of personal items in the sacks and 
bundles,” said the sister who is in charge of the hospital 


laundry. 


“That is not unusual, but one day a large 
hard bundle came down the shaft. 


We unwrapped it 


with plenty of care, I can tell you, and to our amaze- 
ment discovered a good-sized watermelon!” 


It was generally supposed that 
the watermelon was a gift to a 
patient or a nurse and was in- 
advertently wrapped up in the 
linen when a bed was made. 
FAMOUS NAME 


The Roman Catholic sister 
who bears the name of one of 
the first women in the New 
World to be canonized is an old 
hand—in point of service—in the 
hospital laundry job. At one 
time she was in charge of the 
laundry in the old hospital build- 
ing, but now she maintains a 
tiny office cornered in the huge 
subbasement laundry in the new 
St. Joseph’s building. 

She began her career as a stu- 
dent nurse at St. Joseph’s. Prior 
to her present job she served in 
the operating room and delivery 
room, and as supervisor of va- 
rious floors and departments. 

Blessed with a mechanical 
mind, Sister Rose has learned 
through experience to operate 
all the new, fancy and stream- 
lined laundry gadgets. She has 
a staff of 26 workers, but she 
admits that in an emergency 
she ‘‘can take over.”’ 
LAUNDRY A CHORE? 


The average housewife who 
finds the weekly laundry work 
a chore should consider Sister 
Rose’s job. 

Sister Rose keeps a clean slate 
of figures, too. Things like the 
fact that in 1955 the hospital 
used 1,256,348 pounds of laundry. 
The operating room used 244,- 
873 pounds, and for each deliv- 
ery over 40 pounds of linen is 
used. Soap comes in 110-pound 
bags, and 40 bags a year are 
used. 

“We have to throw away about 
90 sheets each month,”’ reported 
Sister Rose. ‘‘But the item which 
gives us the most concern is the 
simple little wash rag. About 
2,774 are missing each month!”’

Way ine Sibley 
Thinking 
About Joe 


Any way you look at it, the problem of public assistance is 
one of the most awkward and disturbing responsibilities facing 
citizens and, even more, lawmakers today. 


It seems that a lot of state and federal funds are being 
spent—more than we would have dreamed could be spent back in 
the depression years. And yet the money, by the time it is appor- 
tioned to the aged or the ill individual, is not actually enough 
to keep him alive—and by the very act of accepting it, he renders 
himself powerless to help himself. 


I'm thinking about Joe. 

A social worker friend told me about Joe. He is a middle- 
aged Negro who has been so ill with diabetes that he is literally 
unemployable. Under the aid-to-disabled program approved a 
couple of sessions ago by the General Assembly, he has been 
drawing $55 a month—and is tickled to death to get it. 


Of course it is not enough money. Nobody disputes that. 
Even on paper, which is the way the welfare department has 
to work it out, $55 a month provides the very minimum to keep 
a sick man’s body and soul together. He pays $30 a month for 
a room, which is too much, but the best he could find. That 
leaves him $25 for utilities, clothing and food. 


He manages, although the Grady doctors worry that he 
eats a lot of grits and potatoes instead of the lean meat, milk, 
cheese and fresh vegetables a diabetic should have. 

Still, it’s a sight more than he had and he’s grateful. Except 
for one thing. 


By taking that $55 he is rendered absolutely idle and para- 
lyzed from hitting a lick of work. Bitter experience has taught 
him that if he feels good enough to work an hour or two today 
he'll be cut off public assistance—and tomorrow he'll probably 
be unable to work again! 


It poses a delicate ethical problem. 


He’s supposed to be totally and permanently disabled to 
receive that $55 a month. Well, hardly anybody who has the 
breath of life in them is that helpless. I've seen women who were 
dying of cancer at Our Lady of Perpetual Help home knit and 
crochet and sew between the terrible bouts with pain. 


Work, even unremunerative work, is good for them. Work {is 
necessary to human dignity. 

So Joe got a job. It was an hour or two’s work scraping 
bricks where they were tearing down an old building. He couldn't 
work long, but for the time he felt able to sit there and scrape 
bricks he restored his self-esteem and his ambition. 


‘“T’ll have me a nickle or two to put in collection at church 
on Sunday,’’ he told his caseworker proudly. “‘They goin’ pay 
me 50 cents any day I feel good enough to work a while.” 

He had in mind buying himself some cheese, too, and ice 
to put his insulin on like the doctor told him. 

“IT wanted to tell him it was wonderful,” the social worker 
told me. “I wanted to tell him to go right ahead and scrape 
those bricks. But I’d be making a liar and a cheat out of him. 
Besides, if he got caught... ”’ 


The reason I mention Joe is that he is typical of hundreds 
of cases. His worker told me she alone could name 70 people 
in the same situation, people who are actually seriously ill and 
unable to work. But they have their good days—an hour or two 
now and then when they might earn a dollar or two. heir morale 
would benefit, their physical condition might even benefit, 
except for this: In all honesty they are bound to confess even 
the smallest earning to the welfare department and have it 
deducted from their check. 


Now the welfare department is not crazy about making a 
sick Negro fork over 50 cents he earned scraping bricks. Even 
the federal government makes no prohibition against such paltry 
earnings. The State Legislature passed the law which in effect 
destroys initiative and the old git-up-and-git in its near-helpless 
citizens—and it might want to consider amending this law. 

Certainly there has to be some restriction against a coupon- 
clipping capitalist collecting aid-to-the-disabled. There should 
be a limitation as to how much a person can earn and still 
get that little $55 check. I don’t Know what the limit should be, 
but it seems to me it is a matter the members of the Legislature 
might want to reconsider.

“Dr. Crane, why do we have 
candy boxes shaped like hearts, 
especially for Valentine's 
Day?” she began.

ARISTOTLE’S PUZZLE 

Even the wise ancients didn’t 
know that the brain was the 
center ‘of consciousness. In- 
stead, they thought the heart 
controlled our behavoir. 

Thus, sage old Aristotle, who 
was the foremost scientist of 
all history (for he had the 
2,000 greatest thinkers of the 
world sending him their original 
data and observations), like- 
wise regarded the heart as the 
seat of the soul or conscious- 
ness. 

“Then what did they think the 
brain was for?” Clara inquired. 

They regarded it as a cool- 
ing chamber for the hot blood, 
much as a modern radiator is 
a cooling device for our auto- 
mobile engines. 

“They must have been very 
stupid!’ you may exclaim. 

But don’t kid yourselves. Ex- 
cept that you have been taught 
the brain is the center of think- 
ing, most of you could not prove 
that readily. 

And I’m not joking. Often I 
have asked my classes® at 
Northwestern University to 
imagine themselves back in 
Aristotle’s day. 

“Suppose you were trying to 
decide where the center of con- 
sciousness is located,’’ I have 
suggested.

In fact, George Washington, 
in 1799, was probably killed by 
the bleeding his doctors resort- 
ed to. ; 

And barber poles are white 


| with red stripes as a symbol 


of the bar’ber’s guild, which did 
much of the blood letting. The 
red stripes -denote the blood 
trickling from a white wrist. 

The barber’s guild of London 
once sued the physicians, claim- 
ing the barbers had a monopoly 
on blood letting. 

Even today we have many 
terms in our vocabulary trace- 
able to Aristotle's view about 
the heart, thus, we speak about 
being warmhearted, softheart- 
ed, tenderhearted, and we make 
our Valentines in the shape of 
hearts. 


But ideas that we now consid- 
er self-evident, have often re- 
quired centuries to evolve. For 
example, most of you have for- 
gotten the formulae for com- 
puting the volume of a cylinder, 
as well as a sphere. 

Just try to evolve those for- 
mulae in the next half hour 
and you'll gain more respect 
for our educational pioneers.
